HE ILLEGAL PRACTICE of 

jumping off the top rope has 
come under much scrutiny of late. 
Simply declaring it illegal has ob- 
viously not deterred certain wrestlers 
from this dangerous tactic. The ques- 
tion is What can be done to stop to- 
day’s wrestlers from engaging in this 
practice? 

Perhaps the $500 fine to be levied 
against offenders will do the trick. 
Some agree. Some disagree. Most 
states have adopted the fine in an elf- 
fort to finally put an end to top rope 
massacres. 

Quite a few wrestlers will be hurt 
by this new ruling. Men such as Killer 
Kowalski, “Killer” Karl Kox, Ivan 
Koloff, Billy Graham, and other's 
livelihood often depends on this now 
illegal practice. 

“They're taking away my bread 
and butter.” said Kowalski. “Who 
the hell do they think they are? What 
are they atraid of?” 

Others reacted more violently. 
The infamous Billy Graham had this 
to say. “The hell with them. No 
money's gonna stop me from doing 
my thing in the ring. | spit on $500. 
It ll take: more than a lousy fine to 
stop me from wrestling the way | 
want.”

NOTHING 


The next time it seems wrestling matches 
are getting out of hand, remember the 1930's 
and ’40’s— when things REALLY were wild! 


ANY FANS HAVE writ- 

ten letters complaining that 
wrestling is getting too wild—too 
way out. 

They've argued that things like 
chain matches, death matches, cage 
matches, strap matches, etc., have 
cheapened the sport. From time to 
time THE WRESTLER and IN- 
SIDE WRESTLING have pointed 
out similar problems affecting wres- 
tling. 

But if you think wrestling today 
is weird—you ain’t seen nothin’ 
yet! 

Quite by accident, one of our 
staffers stumbled across a bunch of 
pictures that go back as far as the 
1930’s. And these photos prove 
today’s promoters have nothing on 
the promoters of decades ago as 
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far as imagination and ingenuity 
are concerned. 

You're all, no doubt, familiar 
with the popular. Battle Royal- 
type matches being seen all over 
the country. The Battle Royal, we 
believed, was a relatively new 
phenomenon. But it turns out 
there were Battle Royals as far 
back as 1941! 

Were they as wild as today’s 
affairs? 

Wilder!!! 

They didn’t have just plain old 
Battle Royals. Nope. In 1941, Lake 
Worth, Florida was the scene of a 
“Molasses Battle Royal!” And just 
to make it interesting—feathers 
were added to boot! 

A mat, especially constructed so 
that the edges on all sides rose up 


about a foot high, was filled with 
gooey, sticky, yucky molasses. The 
mat had to be raised around 
the edges so the molasses wouldn’t 
run off the sides. Therefore, it 
resembled a one-foot-deep swim- 
ming pool. 

Once the mat was filled with mo- 
lasses, each wrestler (in this par- 
ticular “Molasses Royal” there 
were 12) was given a pillow case 
filled with feathers. The idea, of 
course, was to get your opponent 
into the molasses and then bomb 
him with the feathers. You had to 
get him full of molasses first, other- 
wise the feathers wouldn’t stick. 

So picture the scene. A dozen 
wrestlers, each equipped. with a 
pillowcase full of feathers, slipping 
and sliding on a one foot bed of 
gooey molasses. Normal Battle 
Royal rules prevailed, with the one 
exception that you could pin an 
opponent—if you didn’t drown 
him! 

Well, after his 11 opponents had 
been covered with molasses and 
feathers (including the referee) 
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and thrown out of the ring, Wild 


Bill Ludlow stood in the gooey 
glop with his hand raised by refe- 
ree Al Ritchie. Ludlow was the 
first “Molasses Royal” champion 
in history! 

The “Molasses Battle Royal” 
-was not the only such weird match 
to entertain Lake Worth fans nor 
was it the first. A year before, a 
smaller scale Battle Royal (six 
wrestlers) was featured in the first 
“Tomato Bowl,” a Battle Royal in 
which the ring was filled to a depth 
of one foot with ripe, gushy toma- 
toes! 

It took a ton of tomatoes to fill 
the ring to the one foot depth. By 
the time it ended, the six grap- 
plers were wearing most of the to- 
matoes. The only rule change for 
this one was that throwing of to- 
matoes was not allowed, because 
of the possibility of injuring a 
ringside customer. But that didn’t 
mean a grappler couldn't sneak up 
behind another and smash a ripe, 
juicy tomato into his face. And

If it looks like Lake Worth, Flo- 
rida had a monopoly on weird 
matches, it isn’t the case. In fact, 
the idea that spurred the tomato 


and molasses matches in Lake 
Worth might have come from the 
small town of Manistique, Michi- 
gan. 

Back in 1939, the good people of 
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n Sandor Szabo racatio (right)

Manistique decided to hold the 
very first Manistique Blueberry 
Festival. And what better way to 
publicize such an event than with 
a wrestling match—on a half-inch 
thick bed of blueberries! 

It was an outdoor show and no 
ring was used. Instead, a pit was 
dug and filled with a half-inch of 
luscious blueberries. No Battle 


Royal, this match pitted only two 
wrestlers—Tiger Multhabet and 
Bulldog Lanier—against each 
other. But before long the two grap- 
plers decided the referee was re- 
maining entirely too clean—so they 
teamed up to roll him around in the 
purplish mess as well. 

But just as Lake Worth might 
have used Manistique’s Blueberry

Festival for inspiration, there’s a 
good chance Manistique merely 
came up with a different version 
of an event that took place in Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota only one year 
earlier. 

For it was *‘inneapolis that on 
September .  ./38, Joe Reno and 
Roughhouse Ross met to do battle 
in a ring *!! zallons 


of vanilla, chocolate and strawberry 
ice cream! 

Yes, ice cream! And since it 
wasn’t too frozen to begin with, by 
the time Reno and Ross got through 
literally swimming around in it 
they were covered from head to toe 
—as if they'd been dumped into a 
vat of custard. When the referee 
lost his balance in the slippery

“but my bones have been broken 
before. Dat doesn’t worry ‘De Great 
Pampero. Wid one arm, one leg, 
losing quarts of blood, | can still 
beat any man alive. Sheik dose not 


scare me. Noteeng he can do weel 
ever hurt me too much. | am too 
good to be hurt.” 

Still, many great wrestlers admit 
to a controllable fear when they 
face Sheik. After all, who can not 
be afraid when remembering the 
horrible scene of so many wrestlers 
being carried out on stretchers, 
their faces of hideous masses of

burnt flesh. 
“| Know no fear,"' Firpo states 
emphatically, ‘‘| am ‘De Great Pam- 
pero. | scare everyone. No one 
scares me. 

Try arguing with that statement. 
Firpo is simply too crazy to be 
scared of anything. And Sheik is 
sane enough to be worried about 
what a crazy.but great wrestler 
can do to his reputation. 

Even Eddie Creatchman isn't 
his usual confident self when dis- 
cussing Pampero. Firpo. Eddie, 
sheik s manager, will usually shout 
to the rafters about how Sheik will 
tear his opponent into little pieces. 
For the first time, Creatchman 
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sounds more angry than confident. 
After all, Firpo is endangering the 
livelihood of Sheik, which endan- 
gers the livelihood of Creatchman. 
“Sheik will destroy Firpo,” 
Creatchman says tersely, then his 
voice builds to a shout as he 
screams, Firpo has too long pre- 
tended to be afraid of Sheik! Once 
and for all, in the most brutal match 
of his career, Sheik will kill him. 
We hdte Firpo! We hate Firpo! We 
hate Firpo! Sheik’l! kill Firpo!”’ 
When the two met in a match, 
the explosion produced was like two 
worlds colliding. The ring wasn't 
big enough to contain all the furious 
action. The arena was almost too 


small to house the titanic struggle! 

Within the first minute, Sheik 
lashed out at Firpo’s head with his 
pencil. The foreign object whizzed 
through the air, missing Pam- 
pero's head by a fraction of an inch. 
Instead of making Pampero terri- 
fied, it outraged the Argentinian. 

With a glint in his eye so maniacal 
as to be able to be seen from the top 
rows, Pampero leaped at his foe. 
His hands grabbed for Sheik’s wrist, 
hoping to stop the dangerous 
Slashing. 

Pampero succeeded with a swiit 
mowuon in which he grabbed the 
wrist and twisted mightily, forcing 
Sheik’s hand torelease the weapon.

been trapped in one of the most 
crippling holds in wrestling—the 
abdominal stretch! 

Yes. Occasionally a wrestler will, 
somehow, work his way out of the 
abdominal stretch. But not often. 
In fact, the abdominal stretch as a 
submission hold has an outstanding 
success rate, more than 97 per- 
cent! 

“The abdominal stretch is a crip- 
pler, no doubt about it,” says Pat 
O'Connor, former N.W.A. heavy- 
weight champion and a man.who’s 
considered one of the world’s 
foremost experts in applying the 
abdominal stretch. ‘‘Properly 
applied, it is one of the few holds 
that cannot be either reversed or 
escaped from. 

“What makes it so successful 
—and so dangerous—is that it 
actually stretches the muscles in 
the abdomen as well as the rib 
cartilege. That’s extremely pain- 
ful, a pain few people can tolerate. 

“If the victim doesn’t concede 
almost immediately he'll black out

from the pain. lf for some reason 
he doesn't concede or black out, 
the person controlling the hold will 
keep on applying the pressure. If 
he bends his man back far enough 
he can snap his spinal cord, paralyz- 
ing a man for life.” 

“The great thing about the ab- 
dominal stretch is that there’s no 
way out,” notes Red Bastien, who 
has won more than his share of 
matches with this devastating hold. 
“Think of all the other submission 
holds. The cobra twist. The claw. 
The Boston crab. The figure-four 
leglock. The spinning toehold. 
Even the sleeper. In every one of 
those holds there is time to work 
your way out before it takes effect. 
-Not in the abdominal stretch. It's 
instant. 

“In my entire career I’ve seen 
only one man break the hold. Black- 
jack Lanza broke one on Jack 
Brisco in a title match in San An- 
tonio, Texas. Usually, when a man 
get out of it, it’s because he’s near 
enough to the ropes to step out 
and force a referee's break.”

out of it | was so stunned | lost the 
fall. It psyched me out completely. 
| still don’t know how he did it. 

‘Usually, when a man gets out of 
one it’s because it wasn't applied 
properly. Maybe the leg wasnt 
gripped sufficiently. Or the arm 
was allowed to wriggle loose. But | 
had him perfectly and he still got 
out!” 

“The abdominal stretch is a great 
hold for someone like me,’ notes 
big Ron Fuller, “‘because taller 
wrestlers have a definite advan- 
tage. There are two important 
points in making the hold success- 
ful. You tie up your opponent's 
arm above the elbow, as close to 
the shoulder as possible. Then you 
tuck your arm behind his, bending 
it at the elbow. 

“Secondly, you must wind your 
leg around the other man’s thigh 
_.,not his shin or ankle. That's 
why a taller man has the advantage. 
He has longer arms and legs so he 
can wrap them around his opponent 
easier. If your legs are too short 
you'll find yourself balancing on 
the one leg you don't have wrapped 
around your opponent. Its easy 
for him to knock you off balance.

lf you have long legs you can be 
sure both will be firmly planted 
on the mat, lessening the chance 
of your getting knocked over.” 

Seeing an abdominal stretch ap- 
plied successfully used to be a rare 
occurrence for a wrestling fan. But 
now more and more wrestlers are 
using it. 

“Older wrestlers used to think 
it was a strength move,” explained 
Johnny Powers, who lost his N.W.F. 
heavyweight title to Antonio :noki 
when forced to concede to an ab- 
dominal stretch. ‘“‘But when the era 
of isometrics came in, more and 
more wrestlers began to realize 
it's a Jeverage move rather than a 
strength move. Therefore, wrestlers 
who ordinarily wouldn't have tried 
to master it, thinking they didnt 


have sufficient strength, now con- 
sider it a very valuable part of their 
arsenal.” 

“Unlike other complicated sub- 
mission holds, the abdominal 
stretch is not difficult to learn,” 
notes Tony Garea, popular New 
Zealand sensation. “That's one 
reason for its popularity. But it’s 
not the type of hold amateurs or 
fans should practice on their friends. 
It's too dangerous. And the con- 
sequences could be disastrous. If 
it can cause 300-pound wrestlers 
to scream in agony and concede 
a match within seconds, think of 
what it can do to people unfamiliar 
with It. 

‘There's no question aboutit. The 
abdominal stretch can cripple you 
for life!” CI 
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Even fan favorites like. Mil 
Mascaras and El Sicodelico are 
guilty of using the ring ropes. 


These wrestlers obviously do not 
understand the reasoning behind the 
new ruling. The regard for their own 
individual freedom of style seems to 
outweigh their regard for the safety 
of their opponent. 

“Hey, | can’t start worrying about 
whether or not I’m going to hurt my 
opponent,” explained Kowalski. 
“I'm a wrestler not a doctor.” 

One thing is certain. Men like 
Kowalski keep the doctors in busi- 
ness. Dr. Bernhart Schwartz has 
treated many wrestlers in his time, 
but according to him, “The worst 
injuries I’ve treated have been the 
result of wrestlers jumping off the top 
rope. They don’t realize the power 
generated by the force of their jump. 
It's enough to kill a man. But still , 
they want to continue this practice. 
Where are their scruples? 

“I am a doctor and I’m used to 
treating people with sickness and 
injuries. But | agree with the new 
ruling.

before the 1938 Minneapolis ice 
cream match, there was another 
kind of weird battle which may 
have been the one that started it 
all—the famous “Mud Matches!” 

It was,on January 7, 1937 that 
the great Hungarian wrestler San- 
dor Szabo met Prince Bhu Pinder 
in San Francisco, California for the 
“Hindu Style Championship.” 
What was the “Hindu Style Cham- 
pionship”? It was a regular man 
against man match—with one 
exception. They grappled in a ring 
into which no fewer than 12 tons of 
mud had been poured! Talk about a 
pair of dirty wrestlers! 

The match lasted only 14 min- 
utes and ended with Szabo pinning 
Pinder. But by the time it ended 
the two combatants were covered 
with the oozy, slimy, filthy, watery 
mud from head to toe. 

The Mud Match proved so 
successful that another one was 
tried in October of that same year 
pitting Pinder against the great 
Gus Sonnenberg. Sonnenberg and 
Pinder grappled for 20 minutes in 
the slippery mud with the Hindu 
besting his American opponent. 

Things got even wilder when 
one promoter got the idea of match- 
ing 360-pound Harry Jacobs and 
465-pound Jumbo Kennedy in a 
Mud Match. Fans in the first five 
rows got splashed when Kennedy 


| bodyslammed Jacobs! 


Every once in a while promoters 
resurrect mud matches. In 1950 
Miami, Florida saw one of the 
gooiest mud matches on record. 
The mud was too watered down and 
the grapplers slipped and slid all 
over the canvas. 

Why do we rarely, if ever, see 
mud matches, ice cream matches, 
tomato bowls, blueberry matches 
or molasses royals? Many promo- 
ters, and rightfully so, feel match- 
es such as this give the sport a bad 
image. But if they’re not overdone, 
one or two a year might really give 


| the fans a thrill.
